The Lohr bill, which gives farm ers 
of the S tate, particularly wool-grow'- 
ing interests, protection ag ain st the 
ravages worked by dogs, is before 
the Governor for approval. The House 
agreed to the conference com m ittee’s 
report on it. 
The act, approved by farm ing in ter­ 
ests all over the S tate and by the De­ 
partm ent 
of A griculture, 
provides 
th a t owners of dogs six m onths old or 
over m ust obtain a license fo r them 
at a fee of not less than $1 or more 
Chan $2 for each mule anim al. Police­ 
men are authorized to kill all th a t do 
not bear a license tag. 
It also provides th at any persons 
m ay kill any dog th a t is seen in Ute 
act of w orrying or wounding 
live­ 
stock or poultry. Any unlicensed dog, 
th at enters any field, m ay also be 
killed. Owners and keepers of dogs 
m ust a t all tim es, between sunset and 
sunrise, keep them either confined or 
secured by m eans of a collar or chain. 
O wners of livestock, who have suffer­ 
ed injury through dogs, m ay recover 
from the ow ners under the m easure. 
Supporters of the bill say farm ers 
of the S tate lose heavily every year 
because dogs w orry livestock. It was 
said in the House th at dogs seldom 
bite sheep, but w orry them nearly to 
exhaustion,

even to 
death.

LIQUOR ADS BARRED 


Law Regarding their Use Barred a f­ 
ter Sunday. 


Liquor advertising or liquor solicit­ 
ing by 
letter, postal card, circular, 
newspaper or publication of any kind 
will be barred from the mails by “ Act 
of Congress” after to-morrow when 
addressed to anyone in dry territory. 
Anyone 
“ knowingly” 
sending 
a 
liquor ad in violation of this Act of 
/Congress, 
whether 
publisher 
of a 
newspaper or his agent or any liquor 
dealer or his agent, is liable to $1000 
fine and imprisonment for six months. 
For any subsequent offense a year’s 
imprisonment may be imposed. 
Newspapers and magazine readers 
in dry territories are likely to receive 
their papers “censored” of liquor ads 
by the liberal use of shears on the 
part of news dealers. This practice 
is already in effect in Georgia. 
Not only states which are complete­ 
ly d ry but dry counties, towns and 
even wards in subdivisions of any 
state or city otherwise 
“ wet” 
are 
closed to liquor advertising or solicit-
